appropriate money to pay the same, not exceeiing 
$275,000—hare had the same under rensideratfon, 
and do now beg leave to re¡»ort thereon as follows :

The history cf the debris question is familiar iSb- 
every ©ne who baa carefully observed the current 
events of this State, and your committee do not feel' 
at liberty to lecoimt tbe same in this report, but i2 
will be sufficient i*o^ay a bitter controversy arose 
some years since 
between 
the 
mining 
and 
agricultural, and, 
to some extent, the

mercial interests oí 
a 
large portion of the 
State, growing out of the flow of debris from 
the mines into the rr?er channels and upon the val­ 
ley lands. The attention of the United States Gov­ 
ernment was attracted to the question, and Colonel 
Mendell and other Government engineers gave the 
matter consideration,.and recommended the con­ 
struction of elaborate works to restrain the flow of 
sauds, gravel and other matter in the stream?, and 
rorrectiou, deepening and otherwise improving the 
streams and increasing their carrying c *pacity. 
The Legislature, in 1878; passed an Act entitled 
**An Act to provide a sysiem- of irrigation, and to 
prc mote rapid drainage, and to improve the naviga­ 
tion of the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers.” 
'Ubis Act established the r.iBeo of State Engineer, 
and provided for his appointment and prescribed his 
duties. William Ham. Hall, a thoroughly compe­ 
tent and scientific engineer, was cnmmhsioned by 
Governor Irwm t ) that importact tihce, and after a 
wry extensive examination of' the question, after 
complete «lata had been obtained by actual surveys, 
and after full consideration of the important ques­ 
tions involved, and benefited by the observations 
and counsel of the Government Dciantiets, made a 
report to the Legislature of 18S0; giving the results 
of lus work and recommending, a compr» hensive 
system of irrigation and drainage, embracing the 
correction of the dangers from tho áow of tailings 
from the mines and the wash of the mountains. 
Following the recommendations of 


TH IS EXHAUSTIVE REPOST, 
The Legislature enacted a law entitled “ An Act to 
jyromote drainage,” which was approved April 23, 
1880. This Act constituted the Governor, Surveyor- 
General aud Stat9 Engineer a Board of Commis­ 
sioners, and authorized them to establish one or 
more drainage districts in the State, aud provided 
means of raising funds to carry on such works as 
might bo constructed under the law. It also em­ 
powered the Governor to appoint three Directors of 
each drainage district so to ho established, who 
shou’d, under the advice and with the assistance of 
the State Engineer, carry on-and conduct the aff-iirs 
of such district. This Commission inet at the Capi­ 
tal and established * Drainage District No. V* em- 
bracicg the Sacramento valley and all-of its water­ 
shed. The Governor appointed as Directors of said 
district Hon. Niles Searis, Hon. W. II. Parks and 
William F. Knox, and the Board of Directors thus 
constituted, with the advice of State Engineer Hall, 
and after full consu.t<tion with Captain Eads, who 
personally visited and examined the region of coun­ 
try to be operated in, adopted a. plan fo7tho promo­ 
tion of drainage in their district, and proceeded to 
construct the works. 
The law under which they were acting provided 
for a State tax on all property in tne State, a tax 
upon the property of the district, and a tax upon 
the water used for hydraulic mining, ao the means 
of raising funds for such operations, and there was 
collected from those several sou roes, and paid into 
the State Treasury, the sum of $362,625 09, as ap­ 
pears from the State Controller’s report. 
The w crk was done largely by contract, and the 
interests of the State seem to have been 
WELL GUARDED 
By the Directors in the letting of all contracts, and 
we have failed to discover any trace of erctravag&nce 
or unfairness.

'I he State Treasurer could pay no more war­ 
rant?, and those just enumerated remain uuuaid, al­ 
though there is »till in the treasury to the credit of 
theSta e Drainage Construction Fund the sum of 
$35,226 35, and to tbe credit of the Construction

275 10. 
The State Cont'Oller could not legally draw any 
more warrants, and it appears .hat the Directora of 
Drainage District Nutnoer One had. prior to tlic 
sai J decision, passed upon and audited a long list of 
demands, the f-ri^inal bills and vouchers whereof 
are row on file in tne Oor.troPer’s office. The fol­ 
lowing is a list of such audited claims upon wh ch 
no warrants have been drawn.

EQUITIES CF THE CLAIMS. 
It ha3 been erroneously reported, and by many 
persons believed, that the money expended and lia­ 
bility incurred under the Drainage Act, were almost 
exclusively devoted to the construction of useless 
brush dams, and we think it only ju t to say that 
mcrr than two-thirds of ari the work constructed 
consisted in leve sand other means of confining the 
rivers within their chancels. 
Your committee do not desire to be understood as 
in a y degree indorsing the Dr.unagj Act scl erne, 
and neither do we feel at liberty to criticise the pol­ 
icy or expediency of the law cr t he tcheme adopted 
under it. It is for us to deal with the people who 
contracted, as they thought, with the State, and 
performed labor and sold materials on the faith and 
ere lit of the State. These cl aims are held, in the 
main, by the original parties, although some of them 
f rc in til? hands of assignees. 
1 be evidence before 


us shows that the assignees who hold purchased 
claims either purchased for cash within 2 or 3 per 
cent, of par, or gave credit or furnished money to 
the contractors to enable them to perform their con­ 
tracts. It is said that several of these claimants 
have been compel ed to mortgage all their property, 
mcluding their homesteads, ¿3’ reason of their in­ 
ability to obtain the money which they had a right 
to expect from the State. Nor have these people 
been negligent or careless of their own interests, for 
it appears that many of the contractors and others 
consulted eminent counrel before contracting or 
purchasing State warrants, and were uniformly 
advised that it would bo safe to trust the State 
under said law'. It is stated, and is probably a fact, 
that tne result of a failure to recognize and pay 
these claims would briDg upon many of the claim­ 
ants financial disaster and ruin. Independently of 
the legal questions involved, can the Sta'e afford to 
reject these demands ? Your committee do not pre­ 
tend to adjhst the amounts, if anj', dde to the re­ 
spective chimante, as that duty woufcf necessarily 
fall upon Ike State Board of Examiners, if tbe bill 
under consideration should pass. 
If the sarze fuc*s and equities existed in favor of 
any of thfse Caimants w’hose claim is ju^?and cor­ 
rect in amount/, against a private person or corpor­ 
ation, he would, under the laws of the St¿Se, have 
A RIGHT OF ACTION, 
And could, assuredly, obtain a judgment ih Court 
and enforce its collection 
The State is sovereign 
and cannot be sued; and as a corollary to this 
proposition covnca the maxim 
that the sover­ 
eign power can do no wrong. Strict economy in the 
administration of ¿He public affairs is necessaty and 
just, and bo economy in individual affairs is just 
and commendable ; but when economy goes sc far 
*b to deprive others of their Just dues, or inflicts in­ 
jury and distress upon confiding innocence, it de­ 
generates, and ceasrnsrtb bo economy, becomes In­ 
justice and oppression. It was not to be expected 
that every mar who put in a bid for a corn ract ad- 
v'?rtHe<! to be let, 0/ Who worked by the month 
with his %ands, could foresee that the Supreme 
Cosrt would hold that tbe Act cf the Legiriiture 
under which he was employed was in contravention 
oi soroe c’ause of the Constitution. Th° laborer who 
worked and tho farmer or merchant who sold his 
gootfsacted in good faith ajrd had good reason to ex- 
pcctfpay, and his famil>r had the right to expect 
brer.d as the fruit of his toil. 
Whatever amounts are 
honestly due the respective claimants, are debts of 
honor due from the State, aod in the opinion of 
your tyommittee should be honorably paid, unless 
there Is some constitutional inhibition against the 
assumption and payment by tire State. Although 
the amount required seems large. Chat is no argu­ 
ment against the justice of the civim. 
It is small 
to the State in comparison with the corresponding 
loss to Ihe individual. 
The taxpayer will scarcely 
perc**ive the burden, while on ¿he other hand many 
families may be deprived of the neressiries of life. 
LEGALITY OF THE CGAIMS. 
Your committee having fully considered the equi­ 
ties of these claimants, and haviivy. passed upon the 
samo to their entire satisfaction, with unanimous 
concurrence therein, were not unmindful of the fact 
that there were great difficulties arising from the 
decision of the Supreme Court of this State adverse 
to the constitutionality* of the Act tmder w'hich the 
work and services of the claimants had been ex­ 
pended— difficulties which confronted them in the 
way of a final determination of their duties in regard 
to the bill referred to them. The decision of our 
highest judicial tribunal in the Stato*upon the con­ 
stitutionality of this “ drainage ' Aefc, in thr case of 
The People, appellants, vs. Paiks. ct al., respond­ 
ents, was filed as early as September 26, 1881, and 
wa9 published fcimultaneously .through the press of 
the State, and read with uncommon interest by 
nearly all its intelligent taxpayers. It wa* then and 
has since remained tbe general opinion of the people 
that the decis'on in that cas** had terminated at 
hast the legality of the claims that remained uopaid 
and outstanding against the State, arising out of 
this Act, and that they were declared by such de­ 
cision to be unconstitutional and void. For Section 
32 of Article IV. of the Constitution provides us fol­ 
lows : “ The Legislature shall have no power 4 r 
to pay, or to authorize tbe payment of any claim 
hereafter created against the State under any agree­ 
ment or contract made without express authority of 
law ; and all such unauthorized agreements or con­ 
tracts shall be t»ull and void.” Therefore, iu the 
estimation of the committee, the claims under con­ 
sideration resting upon contracts made under an Act 
which was passed since the adoption of our present 
Constitution, were themselves transferred from the 
field of equitable jurisdiction to «.lie province of the 
law itself, and, being merged then.in, were to be 
finally decided in great part, if no* entirely, by the 
stern letter of the organic law cf the State.* 
It is a notable instance cf the fallability* of the 
most enlightened human reason that one cf the 
learned jurists in that Court disronted in toto trom 
the opinion end judgment of the- other eminent 
Judges upon that bench as to the unconstitutiona­ 
lly of this “ drainage'’ Act, while the majority 
themselves disagreed with each other in some im­ 
portant points determining such unconstitutional­ 
ity, concurring, however, in the general decision of 
the question. Such being the case, it did not seem 
to your committee to be 
A MATTER CF SPECIAL WONDER 
That the claimants should have placed confidence in 
the Act framed bv tho Legislature and approved by 
the Governor, acting under their oath of office, and 
sworn to obey the Constitution governing all alike, 
and that these claimants should have hazarded their 
labor aud means under an Act having such ap­ 
proval aud semblance of constitutionality. Surely,

Whether the claimants ate prot ctcd in their con­ 
tracts made and extcutcd uudtr the “ Act to pro­ 
mote drainage,” so far as the sama were made 
and perf nned, prior to the de -¡¿ion of the Su­ 
preme Court declaring the Act unconstitutional; 
nud whether the legislative Act itself was net au 
“ express authority * f law” sufficient to le^aliz? 
the contract< mace and performed under it, uM il 
tho adverse judicial dcterminali >n of its constitu­ 
tion “.lit v ? In© subject*matter of the legal question 
involved in the pr- pjsition thus presented was 
discussed before the committee at cons derablc 
length by Oolonel Flournoy and J u ’ge Dtnson, at­ 
torneys for claimants, and subsequently a bri»*f of 
p ints and Authorities v.as filed by the formar with 
the committee, which appears Accompanying tliis 
rtpoit, marked “ Exhibit A,” and made part hereof, 
Thu press of official business at this time fj.1 u»g 
upon the Aitorncy-General precluded his making 
an oral argument before the committee upon tbe 
legal proposition submitted to him, but this officer 
gave to the subject assiduous care and attention, 
and aft¿r several days patient examination thereof, 
filed with your committee his opimon fully eu~- 
tdiniog the legality of tho claims under considera­ 
tion , thu opinion of this officer being hereunto 
attached, marked “ Exhibit B,” and made a pait 
of this report 
Wherefore, in view of the law as expounded to 
us by the highest legal adviser and counselor of 
the State, settling the legality of th<se claims, your 
committee hereby recommend that*the said Assem­ 
bly bill No 207 do pass. GRANGER, Chairman. 
EXHIBIT “ A ”—BRIEF OF CLAIMANTS. 
The power of the Legislature to pass this bill, ap­ 
propriating money of the State to pay tbe claims re­ 
ferred to in it, depends upon the construction to be 
given the latter clause of the thirty second,para 
graph of th9 fourth article of the Constitution of 
California. 
Having expressed o'her limitations on t he legbla- 
tive power inhibiting extra compensation fc> “ publ c 
officers or agent?, after the service b;*.B been ren­ 
dered, or contract entere 1 into and performed, in 
whole or in part,” the section proceeds to declare : 
“ Nor to pay or to authorize the pavment of any 
claim hereafter created against the State, under a ly 
agreement or contract made without express au­ 
thority r f law.’4 
Tbe h story of legislation, not onlv in California, 
but generally in all the States before the adoption of 
the above or similar limitations on the legislative 
po.ver, was that at each session much time was occu­ 
pied in the consideration and -urge amounts ex­ 
tended in the paya-ent of alleged equitable claims 
against the S ate, growing up in a Variety of wavs, 
but chit % through contracts of public officers for 
repaii s, improvements, < fcc., on public pro frty* and 
grounds, or in cotteing the work and labor to he 
done and materii’l ftimhhed, to be utilized (*9 often 
alleged) in protecting public property. 
S >. onmion 
had this custom become, and eo exoi bitant were the 
demanda usually presented and paid (the claims be­ 
ing always gauged at speculative pnces bccau c of 
the supposed risk, the payment depending upon fu­ 
ture action of the Legislature), that it was wisely 
d Permitted to prevent th¿ Li-giaUtaic from nuking 
appropriations to pay* any claims ba-*ed upon agree­ 
ments nr contracts which the Legioliture bad not 
upon d^e consideration previously authorized. 
These matters aro referred to tv illustrate the c n- 
ristent propriety of the only possible reasonable 
construction of Soc»ion 32 of Arricie IV. 
To hold that it means by “ exprces authority of 
Uw” anvthing more than legisijtive authorization, 
would admit a construction which would render the 
administration of the Government simply imprac­ 
ticable. 
Tbe general principle enunciated by Judge Coo­ 
ley, in his admirable work on Constitutional Limi­ 
tation, pvge 18S, “ that when a law ij dec’s.ul 
unconstitutional it is as though it had never been, 
rights cinuoL bo huilt up under it, contracts which 
depend upon it for their consideration are void, 
etc ,” is properly construed cor ect a « a general 
principle, but subject to an almost indefinite num­ 
ber of exceptions. This is well illustra'.ed by an ex­ 
amination of t íe authentic? referred to in the note 
to Judge Cooley's text, anu especially to the ea¿es 
of Sessums vs. Batts, 3t Texas, 335 ; Columbia Co. 
rs King, 13 Florida, 454-5 ; Pvop’e vs. Salomon, 54 
111., 46; Meagher 
Storey Countv, & Nevada, 
244. 
Indeed, none of tee eases referred t > bv Judge 
Cooley’s edition, in the notes to page 138. can t>« 
said to fully »upport the general declaration of the 
t»xt, if it Le construed to mean that i*o rights nor 
equities which Courts can azd do reeogniz-*, ever 
grow out of the temporary adminis*rati <n of a law 
kforward declared unconst.tutional and void. 
THP.BE ARE NUMEROUS AUTHORITIES 
Recognizing the contrary, besidos those already re­ 
ferred to as embraced in his notes, to wi t : The Peo­ 
ple vs. Morris, 3 Deni •, S8*2, a very lm gthv ca*e but 
worth reading, in order to understand its precise 
beari g. 
Also, G.lpcke vs. City of Dubuque,! Wal.U S 175 
Ohio I us. Co. vs. Debait, 16 Howard. 432. Mover 
vs City of Muscatine, 1 Wallace, 334. Thompson 
vs. Lee county, 3 Wallace, 327.

Many of the above cases arose upon right* grow­ 
ing up under a law as administered, and which had 
previously even been held constitutional by the Su­ 
preme Court, at first, but aftt r changes iu the person­ 
nel of the members of the Court, aiterwards were 
held unconstitutional. 
It is, however, most cl ar that had the “ Drainage 
Act ’ been declared constitutional by the Supreme 
Court’ of California before any of th© contracts upon 
which thf equities t.f these claimants are based had 
been catered into ; if, nutead of simply having the 
Act of the Legislature aod the approval of the pub­ 
lic officers of the State and the opinions of attor­ 
neys, they had also had a decision of our Supreme 
Court specially holding tbe law constitutional, the e 
would scarr. fy be found a lawyer bold enough to as­ 
sert that they would then have entered upon the 
contracts and performed them at the peril of the 
Supreme Court snbsequently changing its opinion, 
and, in the ereat of such a change, would have ac­ 
quired no right» whatever, however lawful and gen- 
u.ne had been their purpose. 
Now, it is a!ao equally clear that the decision of 
the Supreme Co.trt as to the cooutitutioraiity of a 
l»w becomes worthless when subsequently over­ 
ruled, and can not be referred to, or depended upon 
in any sen«e to give integrity, or force, or t ffect to 
the law which th y latter decision declares null and 
void, or, as Judge Cooley save, “ a s though it had 
never been.” 
The above suggestions are made and authorities 
referred to, not because deemed essential to a prop» 
er C ’iistructien of ti e Shirty-second section of Arti­ 
cle IV., but to illust/ftte the fact that valid ami law­ 
ful rights may and coas antly do depend upon un­ 
constitutional laws, or laws which at any moment 
may be declared unconstitutional. 
The view first expressed as to the proper construc­ 
tion of Article IV., Section 32 of the Constitution is 
the correct one, viz : “ 
press authority of law” 
means and can only mean in the connection used, 
“ authority ” of the Legislature, cr previous legis­ 
lative authority. 
This view is consistent1 with the history of the 
character of legislation that-caused the pr- vision to 
be made, and dots not involve a construction that 
would render the Gi vernment incapable of being 
reasonably administer*.d.

Hon. L. C. Granger, Chairman Committee cn 
Claims—Sir : I have examined the bi 1 No. 207. I 
have alsD carefully considere d the questions upon 
which the committee has asked my opinion. My 
opinion is that the Legislature has power to legalize 
as against the State the unauthsrized or invalid act 
cf- “ any officer.” (Const , Art. IV., Sec. 25, sub. 
18th.) The “ Board cf Drainage Commissioners-" 
are officers, and their ac’.s may be legalized, and in 
my opiniou the bill No. 207 does legalize their acts. 
The Legislature has all the powers of sovereignty 
except as limited by the organic law, State or Fed­ 
eral. 
I know of no provision of the organic law in 
corfSet with the bill in question. Article IV., Sec­ 
tion 32, Constitution of California, prohibits the 
Legislature, among other things, from authorizing 
the payment of any claim against the State under 
any -iuntracc made without express authority of law. 
MY OPINION 
-Is that Section 32 is net in conflict with Bill No. 
2071 It is true that the law by th.e express authority 
of which the obligations intended to be met by Bill 
No. 207*were incurred ha9 been decided to be uncon­ 
stitutional. Bat the “ Act to promote dra'nage’’ 
was. uatil pronounced unconstitutional bv a com­ 
petent tribunal, the ** express authority of law” re­ 
quired by Section 32. The only question which I 
shall consider is: lias an unconstitutional law’ any 
effect or legal consequence ? It has been iu seme 
elementary works stated very broadly that an un­ 
constitutional law has no valiuity, and is as if it had 
never been. 1 think by the light of many carefully 
reasoned esses that this is not law. I tbiuk that a 
list of cases, which I shall refer to, prove conclu­ 
sively that rights and obligations do arise under 
laws wh ch are in conflict with the organic law; 1 
think the cases tow hi;h I shall refer support beyond 
a doubt the construction that “ express authority of 
law” means enactment by the lawfully constituted 
Legislature.

And while they resist law at their proper peril, they 
obey it under the impenetrable shield of “ express 
authority of law,” or its equivalent [legislative en­ 
actment. A different doctrine woul J require not 
only executive approval of everv law before it be­ 
came a safe rule cf action, but would require a con­ 
struction by the Courts—and a further provision 
that the Courts should never reverse their own deci­ 
sion».

REPORT OF THE ASSSMBLY COMMITTEE 
15 FAVOR OF PAYMENT. 


A tto rn ey -G en eral K a re h a S ’s C pinlon—T he 
E q u ities D iscussed. 


The Assembly Committee on d a te s has filed its 
report in favor of paying the sums dac for work and 
services performed under the Act to promote drain­ 
age. Tfce matter affects £0 large a nu»her of cifcl' 
zens who in good faith, under inducements held out 
by the State, expended their means and save their 
labor to State work, that the report nearly i» full is 
'herewith presented : 
Mr. Sp»eaker: Your committee to whom was re­ 
ferred Assembly Bill No. 207— an Act 10 ascertain 
the sum doe on all claims for work done anJ raatt- 
rial furnished under tbe provisions of “ an Act to 
promote drainage,” approved April 23* 1S80, and to 
appropriate money to pay the same, not excepting 
.*275,000—hare had the same under consideration, 
and do now beg leave to rejwrt thereon as follows :

T*bis Act established the cffiee of State Engineer, 
and provided for his appointmsnt and prescribed his 
duties. W illiam Ham. Hall, a thoroughly compe­ 
tent and scientific engineer, was commi-sioncd by 
Governor Irwin t> that important office, and after a 
very extensive examination of- the question, af:er 
complete data had been obtained by actual surveys, 
and after full consideration of i he important ques­ 
tions involved, and benefited by the observations 
and nunsel of the Government scientists, made a 
report to the Legislature of 18S0, giving the results 
of his woik and recommending a compr» beusive 
sy9tem of irrigvtion and drainage, embracing the 
correction of the dangers from the Uow of tailings 
from She mines and the wash of the mountains. 
Following the recommendations of 


THIS EXHAUSTIVE REPOST, 
The Legislature enacted a law entitled “ An Act to 
promote drainage,” which was approved April 23, 
1880. This Act constituted the Governor, Surveyor- 
General and State Engineer a Board of Commis­ 
sioners, and authorized them to establish one or 
more drainage districts in the State, and provided 
means of raising funds to carry on such works as 
might be constructed under the law. It also em­ 
powered the Governor to appeint three Directors of 
each drainage district so to ho established, who 
should, under the advice and with the assistance ot 
the State Engineer, carry omand conduct the aff iire 
of such -diet riot. This Commiesionjnet at the Capi­ 
tal and e«tabli8hcd ‘ Drainage District No. 1>” em­ 
bracing the Sacramento valley and ali;of its water­ 
shed. The Governor appointed as Directors of said 
district Hon. Niles Searis, Hon. W. II. Parks aud 
William F. Knox, and the Board of Directors thus 
constituted, with the advice of State Engineer Hall, 
aud after full consultation with Captain Eads, who 
personally visited and examined the region of coun­ 
try to be operated in, adopted a. plan fozthe promo­ 
tion of drainage in their district, and proceeded to 
construct the works. 
The law’ under which they were acting provided 
for a State tax on all property in tno State, a tax 
upon the property of the district, and a tax upon 
the water used for hydraulic mining, a» the means 
of raising funds for such operations, and there was 
collected from those several sou roes, and paid into 
the State Treasury, the sum of $362,625 09, as ap­ 
pears from the State Controller’s report. 
The wcrk was done largely by contract, and the 
interests of the State seem to have been 
WELL GUARDED 
By the Directors iu the letting of all contracts, and 
we liare failed to discover any trace of e:ctravagance 
or unfairness.

IQ UITILS OK THK CLAIMS. 
It has been erroneously reported, and by many 
persons believed, that tho money expended and lia­ 
bility incurred under the Draiaagu Act, were almost 
exclusively devoted to the construction of useless 
brueh dams, and we think it only ju t to say that 
mcr.-. thin two-thirds of all tho work constructed 
consisted iu lave- 8 and other means of confining the 
rivers within their channels. 
Your committee do not desiro to he understood as 
in a y degree indorsing the Drainag; Act scheme, 
*nd neither do we feel at liberty to criticise the pol­ 
icy or expediency of the law or t he scheme adopted 
under it. It is for us to deal with tbe people who 
contracted, as ihev thought, with the SUte, aud 
performed labor and sold materials on the faith and 
ere lit of the State. Thc«e claims are held, in the 
main, by the original parties, although some of them 
rrc \n th ; hands of assignees, 1 he evidence before 


us shows that the arslgnces who hold purchased 
claims either purchased for cash within 2 or 3 per 
cent, of par, or gave credit or furnished money to 
the contractors to enable them to perforin their con­ 
tracts. It is said that several of these claimants 
have been compel ed to mortgage all their property, 
including their homesteads, by reason of their in­ 
ability to obtain the money which they had a right 
to expect from the State. Nor have these people 
been negligent or careless of their own interests, for 
It appears that many of the contractors and others 
consulted eminent counrel before contracting or 
purchasing State warrants, and were uniformly 
ad used that it would be safe to trust the State 
under said law. It is stated, and is probably a fact, 
that the result of a failure to recognize and pay 
these claims would bring upon many of the claim­ 
ants financial disaster and ruin. Independently cf 
the legal questions involved, can the Sta’e afford to 
reject these demands ? Your committee do not pre­ 
tend to adjust the amounts, if any, due to the re­ 
spective CxAimanto, as that duty would m-cessarilv 
fall upon the State Board of Examiner?, if the bill 
under consideration should pass. 
If the 8a7r.e f»c*s and equities existed in favor of 
any of these j ’aimants whose claim is jus? and cor­ 
rect in amounl/, against a private person or corpor­ 
ation, he would, under the laws of the Sfc.^Se, have 
Jt BIGIIT OF ACTION, 
And could, asFStodiy, obtain a judement fit Court 
and enforce its collection 
The State is sovereign 
and cannot be w e d ; and as a corollary to this 
proposition cornea the maxim 
that the sover­ 
eign power can dr. no wrong. Strict economy in the 
administration of ¿He public affairs is necessary and 
just, and so economy in individual affairs is just 
and commendable ; but when economy goes so far 
ps to deprive other? of their just dues, or inflicts in­ 
jury and distress npon confiding innocence, it de­ 
generate?, and ceasiníTtb be economy, becomes in­ 
justice and oppression. 
It was not to be expected 
that every mar who put in a bid for a comract ad­ 
vertised to be let, 07 Who worked by the month 
with his Viands, could foresee that the Supreme 
Court would hold that the Act cf the Legiriiture 
under which he was employed was in contravention 
Oifeome c’ause of the Constitution. The labo-er who 
worked and the firmer or merchant who sold his 
gootfsacted in good faith arrd had good reason to ex- 
pecf pay, and his family had the right to expact 
breed as the fruit of his toil. Whatever amounts are 
honestly due the respective claimants, are debts of 
honor due from the State, and in the opinion of 
your Committee should be honorably paid, unless 
there is some constitutional inhibition against the 
a?sumption and payment by tine State. Although 
the amount required seems large, that is no argu­ 
ment against the justice of the ciiim. 
It is small 
to tbe State in comparison with the corresponding 
loss to the individual. 
The taxpayer will scarcelv 
perceive the burden, while on ¿be other hand many 
families may he deprived of the ncressaries of life. 
LEGALITY OF THE XÍAI5IS. 
Your committee having fully considered the equi­ 
ties of these claimants, and having passed upon the 
game to their entire satisfaction, with unanimous 
concurrence therein, were not unmindful of the fact 
that there were great difficulties arising from the 
decision of the Supreme Court of this State adverse 
to the constitutionality of the Act xuder which the 
work and services of the claimants had been ex­ 
pended—difficulties which confronted them in the 
way of a final determination of theirduties in regard 
to the bill referred to them. The decision of our 
highest judicial tribunal in tbe State-upon the con­ 
stitutionality of this “ drainage " Act, in th* case of 
The People, appellants, vs. Paila, efc al., respond­ 
ents, was filed as early as September 26,1SS1, and 
was published simultaneously through the press of 
the State, and read with uncommon interest by 
nearly all its intelligent taxpayers. It was then and 
has since remained the general opinion of the people 
that the decison in that cas* had terminated at 
hast the legality of the claims that remained unpaid 
and outstanding against the State, arising out of 
this Act, and that they were declared by such de­ 
cision to be unconstitutional snd void. For Section 
32 of Article IV. of the Con-rtitution provides as fol­ 
lows : “ The Legislature shall have no power * 4 
to pay, or to authorize the payment of any claim 
hereafter created against the State under any agree­ 
ment or contract made without express authority of 
law ; and all such unauthorized agreements or con­ 
tracts shall be null and void.” Thererore, iu the 
estimation of the committee, the claims under con­ 
sideration resting upon contracts made under an Act 
which was passed eince the adoption of our presen*. 
Constitution, were themselves transferred from the 
field of equitable jurisdiction to '.he province of the 
law itself, and, being merged therein, were t j be 
finally decided in great part, if no* entirely, by the 
stem letter of the organic law cf the State.* 
It is a notable instance of the fallability of the 
most enlightened human rea>on that ooe cf the 
learned jurists iu that Court disroated in loto trom 
the opinion f nd judgment of tho other eminent 
Judges upon that bench as to the unconstitutionsl- 
ity of this “ drainage” Act, while the majority 
themselves disagreed with each other in some irn- 
por taut points determining such unconstitutional­ 
ity, concurring, however, in the general decision of 
the question. Such being the case, it did not stem 
to your committee to be 
A MATTER CF SPECIAL WONDER 
That the claimants should have placed confidence in 
the Act framed by tho Legislature and approved by 
the Governor, acting under their oath of office, and 
sworn to obey the Constitution governing all alike, 
and that these claimants should have hpz irtkd their 
labor and means under an Act having such cp- 
nrovnl and semblasce of constitutionality. Surely,

against the S ate, growing up in a r*ritty of ways, 
lmt chiefly through contracts of public officers for 
repaiis, improvements, < tc., on public pro erty and 
grounds, or in causing the work and labor to be 
cone nnd materiel furnished, to be utitizfd ( .3 often 
allcic-i) in protecting public property. 
i> >. ommon 
had this custom become, and so exorbitant were the 
demands ufualiy presented and paid (the claims bc- 
iog always gauged at speculative prices becau e ot 
tbe supposed risk, the payment depending upon fu­ 
ture action of the Legislature), th c tit was wisely 
d termiced to prevent th-j Lcgtslataie from nuking 
appropriations to pay any claims based upon agree­ 
ment.** nr contracta which the Legislature had rot 
upon due consideration previously authorired. 
Those m ilters are referred to tv illustrate the c n- 
fistent propriety of the only possible reasonable 
construction of Section 32 of Ar.icle IV. 
To hold that it means ty “ express authority of 
Dw” anvthiog more than legislative authorisation, 
would admit a construction which would render the 
administration of tbe Government simply imprac­ 
ticable. 
The general principle enunciated by Judge Coo­ 
ley, in his admirable work on Constitutional Limi­ 
tation, nurd 1$S, “ that when a law ij dec'a.td 
unconstitutional it is as though it had never been, 
rights cannot bo ooilt up under it, contracts which 
depend upon it for their consideration are void, 
etc ” is properly construed cor ect a** a general 
principio, but subject to an almost indefinite num­ 
ber of exceptions. 'I his is well illustrated by an ex­ 
amination of t ie anthoritiei referred to in the note 
to Judge Cooley’s text, and especially to the eaaes 
of Sessums vs. Bntts, ?A Texas, 335 ; Columhia Co. 
rs King, 13 Florida, 454-5 ; Peop e v?. Salomon, 54 
III., 46; Meagher vs. Storey Count., 5 Nevada, 
244*. Indeed, none of tre cases referred t j bv Judge 
Coolev’M edition, in the notes to page 1S8, can be 
said to fully support ¿he general declaration of the 
Uxt, if it te c interned to mean that no rights nor 
equities which Courts can and do recognize, erer 
gr »w out of the temporary admime»rati m of a law 
afterward declared unconafc.fcutional and void.

Many of the above cases arose upon right* grow­ 
ing up under a law as administered, and which had 
previously even been held constitutional by the Su­ 
preme Court, at first, but afu r change? in the person 
nel of the members of tho Court, altcrwards were 
held unconstitutional. 
It is, however, most cl ar that had the “ Drainage 
A ct,J been declared constitutional by the Supreme 
Court’ of California before any of the contracts upon 
which the equities of those claimants are based had 
been entered into ; if, metead of simply haring the 
Act of the Legislature and the approval of the pub­ 
lic cfficcra of the State and the opinions of attor­ 
neys, they had also had a decision of our Supreme 
Court specially holding tbe law constitutional, the e 
would scam iy be found a lawyer bold enough to as­ 
sert that they would then have entered upon the 
contracts and performed them at the peril of the 
Supreme Court subsequently changing iu opinion, 
and, in tb cereato f such a change, would have ac­ 
quired no right» whatever, however lawful and gen­ 
uine had been their purpose. 
Now, it is aleo equally clear that the der’sion of 
the Supreme Co Jri as to the crawtiturioraiity cf a 
l«w’ becomes rrorthless when subsequently over­ 
ruled, and can not be referred to, er depended upon 
10 any sen*e to give integrity, or A>rc?, or < ifect to 
the law which th y latter decision declares null and 
void, or, as Judge Cooley ea\s, “ as though it had 
never been.” 
The above suggestions are made and authorities 
referred to, not because deemed essei/.ial to a prop­ 
er c nstruction of the Jfeirty-second sectiou of Arti­ 
cle I V.. but to illust/tte the fact that valid and law­ 
ful rights may and cons antly do depend upon un­ 
constitutional laws, or laws which at any moment 
may be dtclared unconstitutional. 
The view^ first expressed os to the proper construc­ 
tion of Article IV., Section 32 of the Constitution is 
the correct one, viz : “ 2 xpress authority of law” 
means and can only mean in tho connection used, 
authority ” of the Legislature, cr previous legis­ 
lative authority. 
This view is consistent with the history of tbe 
character of legislation tha if caused the provision to 
be made, and uots not involve a construction that 
would render the Gt vernment incapable of being 
reasonably administered.

Sacramenté, February 9, 188$. 
Hon. L. C. Granger, Chairman Committee eti 
Ciaims—S il: I have examined tbe bi I No. 207. I 
have alsD carefully considere-* the questions upon 
Tbich the committee has asked my opinion. My 
opinion is that tho Legislatura has power to legalize 
as against the State the unauthorized or invalid act 
of “ any officer.” (Const , Art. IV., Fee. 25, sub. 
18th.) The “ Board at Drainage Commissioners-” 
are officers, aud their acts may be legalized, an i in 
my opinion the bill No. 207 does legalize their acts. 
The Legislature has all the powers of sovereignty 
except as limited by the organic law, State or Fed­ 
eral. 
I know- of no provision of the organic law in 
corffiet with the bill in question. Article IV., Sec­ 
tion 32, Constitution of Cali’ornia, prohibits the 
Legislature, among other things, from authorizing 
the payment ef any claim against the State under 
any eon trace made without express authority of law. 
MY OPINION 
.Is that Section 32 is net in conflict with Bill No. 
207; It is true that the law by the express authority 
of which the obligations intended to be met by Bill 
No. 207-were incurred has been decided to be uncon­ 
stitutional. Bat the “ Act to promote (ira'nage’’ 
was, uatil pronounced unconstitutional bv a com­ 
petent tribunal, tbe “ express authority of law" re­ 
quired by Section 32. The only question which I 
shall 'iousidcr is : Has an unconstitutional law any 
effect or legal consequence ? It has been iu some 
elementary works stated very broadly that an un­ 
cony titutiocal law has no valiuity, and is as if it had 
never been. 
1 think by the light of many carefully 
reasoned coes that this is not law. 
1 think that a 
list of rases, which I shall refer to, prove conclu­ 
sively that rights and obligations do arise under 
laws wh ch are in conflict with ihe trganielaw. 
1 
think the cases to which I shall refer support beyond 
a doubt the construction that “ express authority of 
law” means enactment by the lawfully constituted 
Legislature. 
I believe no civilized society could 
exist under the construction that 110 rights are 
vested and no obligation incurred when the highest 
power in the State Issues its mandate to the citizco. 
From the date of the decision that a law is uncon­ 
stitutional it becomes a nullity, but up to that time 
it claims obedituce and affords protection. 
CITMEXS DO NOT AND CANNOT JUDGE—THEY 
OBEY— 
And while they resi*t law at their proper peril, they 
obey it under the impenetrable shield of “ express 
authority of law,” or its equivalent [legislative en­ 
actment. A different doctrine would require not 
only executive approval of every law before it be­ 
came a safe rule cf action, but would require a con­ 
struction by the Courts—and a further provision 
that tho Courts should never reverse their own deci­ 
sion*.

rounding water, catrvi-ig with them one hun­ 
dred cr more people. 
The depots were one- 
otory frame structures, resting on McLean 
avenue, which was almost covered by water, 
llith dde3 are filled with water thir y to fifty 
feet deep. 
It has bscotne so soaked a» to 
melt, and the catastrophe was fu-ther has­ 
tened by the breaking of a sewer, which sent 
a current along the back. 
Crowds of people 
have been in that vicinity looking at the 
floods. 
It is supposed these are the vic.in.s.

Cincinnati, February 13tb.—It is itnpcs- 
eibie to tell the extort of the disaster at the 
Southern Railroad depot. 
Only the freight 
depot went dotvn. 
A great crowd cf people 
were

R yan’s restaurant, a smsU building near by. 
went dowD. 
The crowd ru hed over to the 
platform cf the depot to see what was the 
matter, when suddenly tbe whole depot col­ 
lapsed and sank in the water.

THB RAIN, AND THE CAUSE THEREOF. 


It showered at intervals during the entire 
day yesterday, and shortly after dark began 
raining steadily, and at midnight was still 
raining, with prospects cf a continuance. 
This will not Is news to the local readerB of 
the Recobd-TJnion, but the causes that pro­ 
duced the rsio may not be so well known. It 
is that Robert Allen yesterday morning an­ 
nounced a race to take place at Agricultural 
Park on WacbiBgtou’a birthday. In substan­ 
tiation of this statement, it may be said that 
when Mr. Allen was last in charge of the 
park, for tweuty-fiva consecutive races an­ 
nounced to take place there, it rained on the 
day Bet for the race, without a single excep­ 
tion. 
Since agnn assuming charge c,f the 
park thia is the first race announced. As the 
race docs not take place until the 221 in­ 
stant, it can be expected to rain for at least 
t-'ght more days. The rain is a very welcome 
one to the residents of this valley, and in fact 
to the people of the entire State, as crops 
and stock wore euifarirg more or less through­ 
out the entire length of the coast. Of the 
storm, Sergeant Bsrwick says : 
The rainl dl for the present season up to 8 
P. M. last night wa3 .25 of an inch, making 
.20 of an iuch fur the month, 2.49 inches for 
the year, and 10 04 inches for the seassc. 
The season of 1877- 8 to an equal date gave 
15 53 inches; 1878-9, 8.17 inches; 1879 80, 
8 03 incher, 1330-1, 20 99 inches ; 1881 2, 
8.70 inches. The average rainfall for the 
past six toasons is 12 inches, which leaves the 
present season 1 96 inch's deficient, as com­ 
pared with the average precipitation for the 
past six aeneous to a corresponding date. 
The rainfail at the tigcal stations along the 
Pacific slops from the commencement of the 
storm up to 8 p. it last night is : For San 
Diegc, 29 of un inch ; "Los Angeles, 2.08 
inches: Visalis, ,15 of an inch; San Fran­ 
cisco, .40 of an inch ; Sacramento, .25 of an 
inch ; lied Bluff, 39 of an inch ; Roaaburg. 
.76 of an inch; Portland, 1.01 inches. The 
wind is southwest at San Diego and west at 
ILcs Angelcq and b rometer ah ut norma’. 
These conditions are an indication that the 
storm has passed those points, where clear 
and cooier w ather maybe looked for. The 
rain has b‘su general ail along the Pacific 
slope, with more precipitation almost every­ 
where eho than iu the vicinity of Sacra­ 
mento

Long Sessions in Bci»2 Houses—Roads and 
Highways — The Industij&l Ixhlbltion 
B 11 Passes the Assembly.

B. 60, in relation, to the 
larceny of certain animals ; ab o adversely, A. B. t4 
and A. B. 98, on the ground th at the Senate bed al­ 
ready pas-ea the same bilis. 
Laut; ford’s and Kyau’s bills on roads and high­ 
ways were, on motion of Langfurd, stricken fiom 
the file, A. t>.
